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Parents lose battle 
to save care home 



Going loco 
over model 
railways 

BOYS who wanted to grow up 
to be train drivers were able to 
relive their dreams when a 
model railway weekend was 
staged at Burwell Museum. 
Train enthusiasts of all ages 
were able to watch vintage 
collections of Hornby models 
put through their paces on 
three large layouts on Sunday 
and Monday.

It was the latest special event 
at the volunteer-run museum. 
The previous major attraction 
was the Dad’s Army Day two 
weeks ago which turned the 
clock back to the Second 
World War.

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A RESPITE care home is set to 
close this autumn - despite a 
lengthy campaign to save it. 

Heathfields in Newmarket, which gives 
temporary care to up to 19 people with 
learning disabilities, is due to close around 
October 1, when the service will be 
transferred to Stourmead Close at 
Kedington. 

Parents of the people who use Heathfields, 
a large house in St Philips Road, have 
campaigned to keep it open, and they have 
been supported by local councillors, but the 
Suffolk Mental Health Trust, which runs the 
home, has decided it should close. 

The trust has argued the building does not 
comply with health and safety rules, and the 
work to make it suitable, or build a replace¬ 
ment, would cost more than £1 million. 

The decision follows more than two years 
of talks. 

Most of the people who use the home are 
in their 30s and 40s. Their parents, many of 
them over 60, use Heathfields to provide a 
break from providing care for their severely 
disabled children. 

The parents are concerned the change will 
cause disruption and the journey to 
Stourmead - about 15 miles through winding 
country roads or 25 miles on main roads - 
will be difficult. 

Monte and Mary Bowers, both in their 70s, 
have used Heathfields for 16 years for 
temporary care for their daughter Lynne, 
now 42. 

Mrs Bowers said: “We can shout as much 
as we like, but they (the Mental Health Trust) 
are going to do what they’re going to do.” 

Forest Heath District Council earlier this 
year expressed concern about the closure 
and its effect on the families. 

The trust has promised to give out more 
information soon.

Airman charged 
with two rapes 

AN American airman is facing a court 
martial accused of raping two 
servicewomen. 

Airman Renato Sanchez Del Carpio, 
based at Lakenheath, is charged with 
separate rapes of the women almost 
exactly a year apart. 

The rapes are alleged to have taken 
place on the base. 

Del Carpio, a medical professional 
with the base’s 48th Dental Squadron, 
was due to appear before a court 
martial hearing this week.

on market scheme 


PLANNERS are being 
accused of ignoring 
opposition to a scheme to 
build a shop on part of 
the Market Square. 

Newmarket’s mayor Coun 
Bill Burch is continuing a 
personal fight against the plan 
- even though the town council 
has voted by a majority to 
support it. 

And now the proposals to 
build a shop on half the 
Market Square were due to be 
recommended for approval by 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
planning committee yesterday 

Centenary Investments, 
which runs the town’s Guineas 
shopping centre, is planning 
the new 16,000 sq ft shop with 
six small “kiosks” on one side. 

Half the square would 
remain available for the town’s 
twice-weekly market if the 
scheme goes ahead. 

There are also proposals to 
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make Wellington Street, which 
runs on one side of the square, 
into a pedestrian area with a 
ban on traffic. 

Centenary has offered 
£35,000 towards “feasibility 
work” associated with the ban, 
which will limit road access to 
shops in the High Street as 
well as those in Wellington 
Street. 

The scheme will mean the 
square would no longer be 
used as a car park. 

The district council has 
received a petition signed by 54 
people opposing the scheme. A 
further eight individual letters 
of objection have also been 
received by the council. 

The views of market traders 
are mixed, with some giving 
the scheme guarded support 
and others opposing it. 


Coun Burch said: “What’s 
annoying me is that I feel the 
district council is riding 
roughshod over us. There has 
been no discussion about the 
pedestrianisation of Welling¬ 
ton Street. 

“They are going to bring 
about the demise of the 
market. 

“There are already five 
empty shops in the Guineas 
centre. It’s a nonsense to be 
building any more.” 

But planning officer Dave 
Beighton said, in a report to 
district councillors, that a 
retail study by consultants 
GVA Grimley showed that 
Newmarket needed an 
additional 10,000 sq m (more 
than 100,000 sq ft) of shops. 

He pointed out that approval 
was given in 2003 for a plan to 
build shops on the whole of the 
square and move the market to 
a new site.

Students celebrate 


success at GCSE 


MILDENHALL College of 
Technology celebrated a 
fifth record-breaking 
year when the GCSE 
results were opened last 
week. 

But Newmarket College and 
Bottisham Village College 
recorded drops in the per¬ 
centage of students getting 
higher grade passes. 

Terry Lewis, head of 
Mildenhall College, said: 
“We’re absolutely delighted”. 

The percentage of students 
getting five A* to C grades was 
up to 67 from 64 last year. Those 
getting five or more passes at 
A* to G grade was about the 
same as last year at 94 per cent 
and 99 per cent of students got 
at least one pass. 

Mr Lewis said he was 
particularly pleased at the 
dramatic improvement in 
English and maths results with 
62 per cent passing English and 
55 per cent getting maths - 
compared with 34 per cent and 
47 per cent last year. 

The performance of boys at

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GCSE has also improved with 
61 per cent getting five or more 
higher grade passes. Girls were 
still ahead, though, with 69 per 
cent getting five or more higher 
grades. 

Top performers were Rachel 
Hall, from Mildenhall, who 
achieved 15 A-grade passes, 10 
of them with a star, and 
Matthew Palmer, from Laken- 
heath, who achieved 11 A-grade 
passes, three with stars. 

At Newmarket 43 per cent of 
students got five or more A* to 
C grades - a drop from last 
year’s 51 per cent. The overall 
pass rate was also down 
slightly at 97 per cent compared 
with 98 per cent last year. 

Stephen Dart, the head, said 
that 71 per cent of students got 
at least one of the higher 
grades. 

Despite the drop in the 
higher grade passes, Mr Dart 
said: “Students and staff have 
worked hard to achieve these 
results and it is good to see that 


Newmarket College continues 
to add value.” 

Top results were achieved by 
Natalie Goodchild, Charlotte 
Horn and Katie Whitmore who 
each got 10.5 at A or A*. 
Chesney Carson and Andrew 
Nunn got 8.5 at A or A* grade. 

Year 10 students took some 
exams a year early and also 
achieved A* and A grades. 
They were David Littlewood 
(maths) and Christianne 
Blackwell, Samuel Barker and 
Cameron Fay (PE). 

At Bottisham 69 per cent of 
students obtained five or more 
A* to C grades, compared with 
75 per cent the previous year. 
Overall 98 per cent of students 
got a pass at A* to G grades - 
compared with 99 per cent the 
previous year. 

Kate Evans, the principal, 
said that 19 students got 
straight As and A*s. 

“That’s 10 per cent of those 
taking the exams which is 
fairly staggering,” she said. 

“We’re delighted with the 
results.”

Couple fined over false 
claims in horsebox sale 


A RACEHORSE owner and his 
wife have been ordered to pay 
nearly £19,000 in fines and 
costs after they were convicted 
of making false claims about a 
horsebox they sold. 

Jean Luc Guillambert and his wife 
Wendy denied making a false trade 
description about the number of 
horses which could be carried in a 
lorry they sold. 

But they were convicted by 
magistrates at Bury St Edmunds 
following a trial which heard evi¬ 
dence of an investigation by trading 
standards officers. 

Mr Guillambert, 56, of Heasman 
Close, Newmarket, was fined £4,500 
after being convicted of three 
charges. He was also ordered to pay 
£1,950 compensation and nearly £9,500 
prosecution costs. 

His wife, of the same address, was

fined £3,000 after being convicted of 
two charges. 

The court heard the couple 
advertised the horsebox in Horse and 
Hound magazine, stating it could 
carry three large horses. 

Mr Guillambert repeated the claim 
when talking to undercover officers 
posing as potential buyers. 

But the council said an MoT test in 
February 2006 showed the lorry was 
almost at its legal weight limit 
without any horses on board. 

Charges against Ascot Horseboxes, 
a company the couple were said to 
have run, were dropped. 

Jill Korwin, Suffolk’s assistant 
county trading standards officer, said 
after the hearing: “It is important 
people understand the seriousness of 


making this type of misleading claim. 
Not only did this couple make a profit 
by selling something which was not fit 
for the required purpose, it also could 
have put other road users at risk. If a 
vehicle carries more weight than it is 
designed to do the braking is affected. 

“The magistrates have clearly 
recognised the seriousness of these 
offences and have imposed appro¬ 
priate punishments.” 

She said that people with inform¬ 
ation about anyone making mis¬ 
leading claims should contact Con¬ 
sumer Direct on 0845 404 0506.

Police extend ‘staysafe’ beat

Bishop contacts police 
over church lead thefts 


THE Bishop of Ely has 
written to Cambridge¬ 
shire’s Chief Constable 
over a series of thefts of 
church roofing which 
have cost parishes over 
£1 million. 

A wave of thefts, believed 
to be fuelled by an increase in 
scrap metal values, have left 
more than a dozen parishes 
facing repair bills of up to 
£70,000 a time. 

It follows a string of 
burglaries, with break-ins at 
24 churches in just two 
months. 

Owen Spencer-Thomas, 
spokesman for the diocese, 
said: “A typical haul can be 
worth between £2,000 and 
£3,000 but, because the 
repairs require highly skilled 
workers, parishes can find 
themselves facing enormous 
bills. 

“Both the number and 
severity of burglaries and 
thefts has increased dram¬ 
atically in the past two 
months, and churches close 
to the A14 seem to be 
particularly vulnerable. 

“Over 30 churches have 
been targeted in this period, 
some more than once, leaving 
those charged with their care 
devastated. Break-ins cause 
similar problems as many

thieves have little respect for 
historic church buildings. 

“In some instances, the 
value of the stolen goods is 
negligible but the damage to 
ancient doors and windows 
can be expensive to repair.” 

Frequently, repairing a 
damaged roof is not the only 
expense. St Mary’s Church in 
Stow-Cum-Quy was left with 
a £20,000 bill to repair a 100- 
year-old organ which was 
damaged by rain following 
the theft of roofing earlier 
this year. 

Organist Lynn Hatley said: 
“It is very sad, because the 
organ had all its original 
parts and worked perfectly. 
But because of all the rain 
the organ repairers tell us it 
was completely wrecked.” 

Other parishes which have 
been hit by the roofing 
thieves in recent months 
include Comberton, Mel- 
bourn, Haddenham, Long- 
stanton, Spaldwick and Great 
Staughton. 

Bishop Anthony Russell, 
right, said: “We appeal to 
everyone to be on the look-out 
for anything suspicious, 
taking special care to record 
vehicle index numbers and 



descriptions of people, and 
report this to the police.” 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “The chief constable 
shares the bishop’s 
concerns and a major 
operation which has 
been planned for 
some time will 
be launched 
next month 
to clamp 
down on 
metal thefts 
across the 
county 

“There 
has been an 
increase in 
lead thefts 
from roofs of 
all kinds of 
buildings 
across the 
county and we 
emphasise that 
members of the 
public should 
report all sus¬ 
picious activity and 
thefts to 
police 
as 


soon as possible. 

“Stripping lead from roofs 
can cause associated damage 
including crumbling mason¬ 
ry, damaged woodwork and 
electrics, ser¬ 
ious leaks 
and water 
damage.” 


Relay race set to 
boost cancer care 


A VITAL support service for 
cancer victims could reap a 
huge cash boost - thanks to a 
premier charity race.

John Golding, of Grant 
Thornton UK LLP, said: “We 
realise that we have set a 
tough target for Chariots of 
Fire this year, but the real 
reason we hold the event is to 
raise a great amount of 
money for charity and we 
have to try our hardest to 
make the event bigger and 
better each year.

Richard set to take on his 


toughest Polar challenge 


RETIRED jockey Richard 
Dunwoody MBE is planning a 
pole dancing evening to promote 
his charity trek to the South Pole. 
The fundraising evening will be 
held at Newmarket’s Heaven 
Gentlemen’s Club on Friday, 
October 5, about a month before 
he sets off on the 700-mile 50- 
day ski trek in aid of Racing 
Welfare, the Newmarket-based 
charity for people involved in 
horseracing, as well as Spinal 
Research and SPARKS. 

Richard, 43, who retired from 
racing in 1999 due to injury, is 
currently seeking sponsors for 
the trek, the pole-dancing night, 
and his involvement in a charity 
race for retired jockeys. 

He is seeking £5,000 sponsorship 
for the pole-dancing event, 
£20,000 for a charity horserace 
for retired jockeys and £50,000 
for title sponsorship of the trek. 
Richard, a trustee of Racing 
Welfare, has already undertaken 
two Arctic challenges, but this is 


set to be the toughest yet. He will 
be pulling a 120-pound sled on 
skis across uninhabitable terrain, 
and for up to 10 hours a day. 

He will be accompanied by three 
companions on the trek. 

He said: “The expedition will raise 
significant funds for the three 
charities that inspire me in 
everything I do, with the added 
bonus that I’ll also be achieving a 
long-term ambition to conquer 
the geographic South Pole. I am 
also hoping to make some 
contribution to scientific research 
and public awareness of climate 
change and global warming in 
polar regions and its wider 
implications.” 

The prices for the pole dancing 
event are £55 for the evening only 
and £150 for a limited number of 
tickets which also include a visit 
to a top stable in Newmarket, a 
morning on the gallops hosted by 
Richard, breakfast, and an 
afternoon at the races with a tour 
of the racecourse.

‘People power’ wins bins vote 


BIN collections will con¬ 
tinue to take place every 
week in East Cambridge¬ 
shire in a victory for 
people power. 

While much of Cambridge- 
shire now has fortnightly collect¬ 
ions for household waste, a move 
which has proved unpopular in 
some quarters, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council has 
pledged to continue weekly coll¬ 
ections. 

The announcement follows a 
controversial secret vote last 
month by the council committee 
responsible for bin collections, 
when they voted on whether or 
not to continue trials of fort¬ 
nightly collections in some 
villages. 

Now it has emerged members

of the environment and trans¬ 
port committee voted to ditch the 
trials under way in Witchford, 
Bottisham, Lode and Longmead- 
ow, ending uncertainty over the 
future of the weekly pick-up. 

Coun John Seaman, committee 
chairman, revealed people power 
was responsible for the decision, 
following close monitoring of the 
views of residents of the district. 

He said: “We have listened 
carefully to the thoughts and 
opinions of the residents of East 
Cambridgeshire on the subject of 
waste collection. 

“It became increasingly clear 
to us that while they were 100 per 
cent committed to recycling, they 
wanted to retain their weekly 


waste collection. This is what we 
have done. 

“No-one should be under the 
illusion that, because we are 
keeping weekly collections, our 
commitment to recycling is wav¬ 
ering. Nothing is further from 
the truth. 

“Although East Cambridge¬ 
shire sends the lowest amount of 
waste per household to landfill of 
all the districts in Cambridge¬ 
shire, there is room for improve¬ 
ment.” 

According to council figures, 
the average household in the 
district now sends 100kg less 
waste to landfill each year than it 
did four years ago, with recycling 
increasing by 200 per cent in the 
same period. And from April next 
year, kerbside plastic recycling 
will be introduced. 


The decision to retain the 
weekly collection follows a five- 
year contract with Veolia Envir¬ 
onmental Services, which will 
deal with the districts’ rubbish 
that will continue to be collected 
in bags rather than wheelie bins. 

Coun David Brown, waste man¬ 
agement project leader, said: “We 
have chosen an ambitious and 
technologically advanced solut¬ 
ion that will improve recycling 
and reduce landfill rather than 
spending tens of thousands of 
extra pounds on intrusive and 
cumbersome waste collection 
hardware such as the electron¬ 
ically monitored wheelie bin.” 

The fortnightly collection 
which is currently being trialled 
in Witchford, Bottisham, Lode 
and Longmeadow will revert to a 
weekly service from October 5.

Tracey says 
goodbye to 
Big Brother 


TRACEY Barnard has been kicked out 
of the Big Brother house - but insists 
her exit was “all good in the hood”. 

The Fordham raver was bookies’ 
favourite to go after surviving four 
previous nominations on the reality 
show. 

And placards waved by the eviction- 
night crowd demanded her exit, with 
slogans such as “In your face, Trace”, 
and “Don’t save the rave”. 

The pink-haired eccentric, who 
lasted 86 days in the house, picked up 
38 per cent of the vote, more than 
either of her fellow nominees. 

Wearing a multi-coloured hoodie, 
Tracey emerged grinning into the 
barrage of photographers’ flashbulbs, 
shouting “Have it!” and “Get in!” to the 
baying crowd. 

Following her eviction the 37-year- 
old said she felt like a loner in the 
house because she was not a “girlie 
girl”. 

She said: “I did feel an outsider. It 
was hard in there. When I walked in it 
was a house full of ladies. I am not a 
girlie girl. And I didn’t fancy any of 
the men either.” 

She claimed she knew she would be 
leaving, and said she had had an 
“emotional” last week in the house. 

Tracey’s dad Brian, a tractor driver 
from Swaffham Prior, said he was not 
surprised she had been voted out. 

He said: “I feel very sorry for her 
being kicked out because she was 
always the outsider looking in.” 

The 67-year-old, who admits he has 
lost contact with Tracey in recent 
years, said: “Tracey’s done pretty well. 
I would have liked to see her win it, 
but I don’t think she had a chance 
really, because she’s one of those who 
don’t have a lot going for them. 

“One thing I’ll say is she has put 
Fordham on the map.” 

He said he hoped he would see 
Tracey now she was out of the house, 
but would wait for her to contact him.

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No to pay-as-you-throw

COUNCILS across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire have no 
plans to introduce a pay- 
as-you-throw scheme for 
collecting household 
rubbish. 

A survey released last week 
revealed two-thirds of people 
nationwide would back the 
system, which charges 
according to how much 
rubbish is put out, if it lowered 
Council Tax. The survey, by the 
Local Government Associat¬ 
ion, also said people would 
welcome a change in law to put 
the scheme into effect. 

But Coun Daphne Spink, 
housing and environmental 
services portfolio holder for 
South Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said a pay-as-you- 
throw scheme would not only 
discourage people from 
recycling but also fail to reduce 
Council Tax. 

She said: “We are busy 
encouraging people to recycle, 
and I do not want to see 
anything that would dis¬ 
courage people. We want to 
discourage landfill rubbish 
and encourage recycling. 

“I think charging people 
would discourage them to 
recycle. We want to encourage 
people to do it voluntarily and 
not force them to do it. If 


people have to pay they won’t 
want to recycle, and it will 
have a contrary effect. 

“Everybody would be in 
favour of lower Council Tax. 
But recycling is not a cheap 
option. It does cost quite a lot 
of money, and I do not think 
pay-as-you-throw would keep 
Council Tax cheaper. I’m all 
for keeping Council Tax 
lower, but I’m not sure it 
would be the best way to do 
it.” 

Coun Richard Hyams, 
executive councillor for waste 


and recycling at Hunting¬ 
donshire District Council, 
said: “The whole thing is 
badly conceived. I’m happy 
with what we’ve got at the 
moment, it works. Obviously, 
people want lower Council 
Tax, but I do not think this is 
the way to do it. 

“The whole system 
proposed of invoicing people, 
weighing rubbish and chas¬ 
ing up debts would be 
incredibly expensive.” 

A statement issued by the 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 


borough Waste Partnership 
(RECAP), which includes the 
county’s district and city 
councils and Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said councils 
in the area have no current 
plans to introduce direct 
charging. 

But it said all councils 
responsible for recycling in 
the county would continue to 
push to improve levels of 
recycling: “All RECAP 

councils recognise that 
working towards increasing 
recycling and prevention of 


waste is the right way to 
tackle the waste problem and 
will continue to do so.” 

South Cambridgeshire, 
Huntingdonshire and Cam¬ 
bridge councils currently 
operate fortnightly collection 
schemes to boost recycling 
rates. 

East Cambridgeshire has 
decided to stick to its weekly 
collection scheme. 

Last year, RECAP won 
Beacon council status and the 
county council was ranked 
the top shire county recycler.

THE NHS paid out 
more than £80 mill¬ 
ion in redundancy 
packages following 
reorganisation of 
strategic health 
authorities (SHAs). 

More than 700 
staff lost their jobs 
in last year’s shake- 
up, which saw the 
number of SHAs 
reduced from 28 to 
10 . 

Now figures ob¬ 
tained under the 
Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act reveal 
764 people were 
made redundant or 
took early retire¬ 
ment at a cost of 
£82.89 million. 

Among those 
were 61 senior 
managers whose 
redundancy pack¬ 
ages cost an aver¬ 
age of £358,355. 

Chris Town re¬

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Folk stars of old are 
back with new sound

WHEN it comes to musical 
innovators, there’re few who 
can hold a candle to 70s 
pioneers Pentangle. 

The band emerged at the same time 
as folk rock legends Steeleye Span 
and Fairport Convention but instead 
of mixing traditional English songs 
with rock music they immersed 
themselves in jazz influences. 

The band brought together some of 
the most respected folk musicians 
on the circuit, including guitarists 
Bert Jansch and John Renbourn and 
singer Jacqui McShee, and helped 
them earn their place in the 
pantheon of British folk. 

This year has seen a major revival of 
interest in the band, culminating in 
their reformation at the BBC Folk 
Awards where they collected a 
lifetime achievement award. 

McShee has formed a new band - 
Jacqui McShee’s Pentangle - with 
Jethro Tull’s drummer Gerry Conway, 
John Martyn’s keyboard player 
Spencer Cozens and others to 
rework the band’s original classic 
songs and record new material. They 
play the Junction Shed in Cambridge 
on Sunday. 

“It’s bound to sound different 
because we don’t have a guitar 
player,” says McShee. “It will 
probably sound more jazzy than the

earlier Pentangle albums. My dad 
played piano at home and my love of 
jazz really came before my love of 
traditional folk music because that’s 
what I heard first. 

“I just love traditional English music 
and as I got older I found there were 
similar songs in Bulgaria, Russia, 
France and, of course, America. 

“A song of ours that everyone seems 
to love is The Cruel Sister, which is a 
really macabre story and I 
discovered there are versions in 
Romania and Russia and all over 
Europe as well as America too. So I 
wanted to include some of those 
world music influences as well.” 


The original Pentangle formed in 
1967 and immediately impressed 
with their virtuosity as well as their 
boundless musical imagination. But 
in 1973 Bert Jansch quit the band, 
leading Melody Maker to announce 
the band’s demise with the headline 
“Pentangle split” on its front page. 
They reformed again a few years 
down the line and made a comeback 
at the Cambridge Folk Festival in 
1982. After several line-up changes 
they went their separate ways once 
again in 1995, until the BBC came 
knocking earlier this year. 

“The organiser of the BBC Folk 
Awards called me and said that 
because Fairport Convention and 
Steeleye Span had both had lifetime 
achievement awards he thought it 
was criminal that we hadn’t been 
given one. 

“Everyone was a bit apprehensive - 
we’ve all moved on a lot. John and 
Bert were listening to the old songs 
but because it was so tight they 
couldn’t work out who was playing 
what. 

“I never listen to myself so I hadn’t 
listened to it much over the years but 
when I did I said, ‘Blimey, this is 
pretty good’ and we all felt the same. 

I know lots of people said we were 
but you never think that yourself.” 
Jacqui McShee’s Pentangle will be 
at the Junction Shed on Sunday.

Signs prove to be hit and miss 


MOST drivers do not 
understand road signs and 
often rely on guesswork to 
try to decipher them, 
according to new 
research. 

Less than 10 per 
cent were able to 
correctly identify all 
20 signs and road 
markings in a poll 
conducted by 
Autoglass. 

Seven in 10 said 
they used “sign- 
tology” - a 
combination of logic 
and common sense 
to get around their 
lack of knowledge. 

As many as 20 per 
cent of drivers simply 
ignore signs they do 
not understand, with 
women being more likely 
than men to do this. 


The survey found that 
signs giving orders posed 
drivers the biggest 
problems. The top five 
misunderstood signs, with

Congestion charge 
likely to hit values 


NOTE the date: 
October 19, 2007. 

That’s the day when 
the used market for 
large gas-guzzling 
vehicles in Britain 
could change forever. 

Because that’s the date 
when Transport for 
London’s consultation on 
the congestion charge ends 
- it started this month, 
August. 

The proposal already on 
the table is that the 
Capital’s highest carbon 
dioxide-emitting cars, or 
those with an emissions 
figure above 225g C02 per 
km, plus cars registered 
before March 2001 with 
engines larger than 3,000cc, 
would pay £25 a day 
congestion charge. 

If that proposal comes 
into effect, then experts 
forecast that the second¬ 
hand values of these 
thirsty cars - big 4x4s and 
luxury saloons among 
them - will quickly become 
depressed in the south east 
of Britain. 

And while 

EurotaxGlass’s, the 
publisher of top trade price 
guide, Glass’s, is only 
forecasting a decline in 
used values in and around 
the London region, it’s a 
safe bet that there will be a 
knock-on effect for the rest 
of the UK - especially if 
other cities follow with 
their own congestion 
charge. 

“There would be an 
inevitable and potentially 
profound impact on the 
residual values of higher- 
emissions cars if these 
proposals come into force,” 
said Adrian Rushmore, 
managing editor at 
EurotaxGlass’s. 

“There would likely be a 
surge in part exchanges, as 
some motorists attempt to 
reduce their daily running 
costs for commuting into 
the city’s congestion 
charge one, and the 


resulting increase in 
volumes of cars passing 
through dealers and 
auction houses would 
quickly depress prices, 
with no prospect of any 
recovery 

“Meanwhile, dealers in 
and around the congestion 
zone would need to change 
the profile of their used car 
stock to reflect the shift in 
demand towards lower- 
emissions vehicles,” added 
Mr Rushmore. 

“They would also come 
under pressure to move 
affected stock into parts of 
the UK, where prices have 
been hit less hard, using 
the internet more 
intensively to reach 
potential buyers 

nationwide. 

“However, given that 
other major cities are 
already looking to follow 
London’s example with 
congestion charging, 
coupled with the inevitable 
further negative publicity 
about gas-guzzlers, the 
downturn in values could 
easily spread beyond the 
south east.” 

Mr Rushmore further 
pointed out: “Some vehicle 
marques and segments 
could be more affected than 
others. In Greater London 
specifically, and the south 
east generally, there are 
already a 

disproportionately high 
number of premium brand 
sports and luxury cars, 
which would be most 
affected by the proposed 
changes. 

“Some vehicle brands, 
though, might see 
improved sales for smaller, 
lower emissions models in 
their range, with hybrids 
doubtless gaining further 
ground. 

“Worst affected would be 
those marques whose 
ranges are dominated by 
higher emissions cars, and 
who currently rely on sales 
within the south east of 
England,” he concluded.

THERE is a clear 
north-south divide 
when it conies to the 
cost of car servicing, a 
new survey has 
revealed. 

Mechanics charge as 
much as £89.78 an hour in 
Greater London and the 10 
most expensive vehicle¬ 
servicing areas are all in 
southern England, the 
survey from Warranty 
Direct found. 

In contrast, the least- 
expensive service figure 
was found in Fife, Scotland 
- at £55.40 an hour - with 
Scotland and northern 
England prominently 
featured in the other 
cheapest service areas. The 
highest charge by an 
individual garage - at 
£183.30 an hour - was in the 
London area. 

The survey found 
motorists paid more than 
£3.7 billion on labour to fix 
their cars last year, with the 
total servicing bill coming 
to nearly £10 billion. 


For every £100 spent at a 
garage, £63 goes on 
materials and £37 on labour. 
The survey also found while 
franchise dealers’ hourly 
charges averaged £89.31, the 
figure for independent 
garages was only £49.92.

BECKERMET served up a 
25-1 stunner as he downed 
the colours of hot favourite 
Balthazaar’s Gift in the 
Countrywide Steel and 
Tubes Hopeful Stakes at 
Newmarket on Saturday. 

The Roger Fisher-trained 
gelding had gone more than 
two years without a victory 
and was unconsidered in the 
market, headed by odds-on 
shot Balthazaar’s Gift. 

But jockey Chris Catlin gave 
Beckermet an enterprising 
ride, popping him out of the 
stalls and letting him make 
all in the six-furlong Listed 
event. 

The five-year-old never saw 
another rival and he came 
home with five lengths to 
spare from Balthazaar’s Gift. 
Catlin said: “He is a nice 
horse when everything falls 
right. They all just left it to 
me and he has enjoyed an 
uncontested lead. 

“He has bowled along and 
two and a half furlongs out 
I’ve started pushing and he 
just galloped on for me. After 
being kept busy all summer, 
it is nice to see him win a 
decent race.” 

Luca Cumani was not too 
disappointed after his Group 
Three Hackwood Stakes 
winner Balthazaar’s Gift 
could only manage second. 
He said: “It was a good prep 
for his next race - the 
Betfred Sprint Cup. He saw 
too much daylight and the 
winner got first run and 
stole a march.” 

Tadgh O’Shea showcased his 
blossoming talent when 
booting home Dan Tucket to 
land the £50,000 Unicorn 
Asset Management July 
Course Series Final. 

O’Shea gets a really good 
tune out of the Mick 
Channon-trained colt and 
came with a stirring 
challenge to secure an 8-1 
success in the seven-furlong 
event. 

Dan Tucket, a course and 
distance winner in a 
qualifier for this race, 
chased the pace-setting 
Master Chef on the far side 
before delivering his 
challenge over a furlong out. 
The compact Dansili colt 
grabbed the lead at the 
furlong pole and surged 
powerfully through the 
closing stages to score by 
half a length. 

Red Alert Day was second 
past the post with Talk Of 
Saafend third but the 
stewards reversed the 
placings as the former was 
found to have hampered the 
run of the Richard 
Hannon-trained filly. 

Not that it had any impact 
on the overall result as Dan 
Tucket recorded a deserved 
triumph - much to O’Shea’s 
delight. 

He said: “I’ve only ridden 
him three times and I’ve won 
on him three times. He is a 
bit of a star for me and he 
loves it here. 

“He is not the biggest horse 
in the world but he is really 
tough, genuine - and has a 
big heart.” 


ROB Huff may not have been 
sipping champagne on the top of 
podium in Germany yesterday, 
but he flew the flag for Chevrolet 
with two accomplished drives in 
rounds 15 and 16 of the World 
Touring Car Championships in 
Germany. 

After bagging his second career 
win in the series last time in 
Sweden, the Newmarket-based 
racer struggled in qualifying to start 
13th on the grid for the first race at 
Oschersleben. 

But Huff soon became the only 
representative for his team after 
fellow Chevrolet drivers Alain Menu 
and Nicola Larini were shunted off 
in a first-bend smash off the rolling 
start.
